to Mrs. Eula McClary. who called
upon the President Tuesday in the
interests of the 23 cents per day eat
ing plan. "I can't do it on a, dollar

"Get married then, live on 50 cents
a day for the two of you. and save
half a dollar." was the reply of Mrs.
McClary, who Is a firm believer that
everybody can live on a quarter a
day and get fat.

Would Send Out "Menus.
Mrs. McClary said that should the

President decide to set aside a "Na-

tional Buying Day' the Life Exten-
sion Institute, of which she Is the
representative, would prepare, and
send to every paper In the nation,
sample menus which are to aid the
housewives of the country in their
atte npt to stay within the
limit. Then the Department of Agri
culture will be asked to help- - encour-
age the people of the nation, not only
to buy cheaper food and eliminate the
extravagance, but to buy better and
more nourishing 'foods.

"We are not trying to make the
people save," said Mrs. McClary, "al-
though that will be one ' the results
of .our plan. The troable is that some
of these wealthy people spend about
ten times more than they should and
then don't .get half as good food as
some poor working man who lives on
about 50 cents a day."

Will Return To W'aahlncton.
Certain that Mrs. Wilson will fall

In line with the President's intention
of Introducing the diet in the White
House for three meals, at a total cost
of 25 cents, Mrs. McClary will return
to Washington tonight with a special
set. of menus worked 'out. The diet
will be chosen from those used In the
police test, but it will be composed of
foods adapted for less active and hard
working individuals than policemen.

The advice given by Mrs. McClarv
is: ,

"Eat fruit every day. Canned
fruits are good.

"Eat some of bulky vegetables of
low food value", like carrots, parsnips,
spinach, turnip, squash, and cabbaee
to stimulate the bowels and ele flav.

REVENUES INCREASE

More "Liquor Consumed in 1916
Than. In Any Yar Since 1909.

More whisky and other Intoxicating
beverages were consumed In the
United States during the year 1016
tnan In any previous year since, 1019,
if United StaTes liquor revenues may
be taken as an Indication. Figures
made public at the Treasury Depart
ment show that these revenues for
1916 were the highest since 1009, and
were nearly $24,000,000 In excess' of
those for 191S. This large increase
may be due. It Is believed, to the
vigorous work of the revenue offi-
cials.

Cigarettes also experienced their
biggest year In 1016, according to the
records, consumption being a-- proxi-
mately 40 per cent greater than In
1015. This large Increase Is believed
to be partly due to the large number
of women smokers and also to the
prosperity of the country.
